Dear Mr. Weisberg, 

I am pleaded to have been able to hear you and talk with you during 
your visit to San Francisco. I am still digesting WHITEWASH II — there are 
plenty of intriguing arguments. Let me pass on some comments which may (or 
may not) be of interest to you: 

Qn WHITEW ASH II: 

I found the Meller business in chapter 6 most interesting. Do you know 
anything about the G. Walter Moore who is mentioned in a similar remark by 
DeMorenschildt at 9H235-236 ? 

Your analysis of the Martello-Oswald paper (pp. 6 O- 63 ) is quite a 
discovery. I happened to come across the original of the Kartello paper 
as CE 1438 (with translation - by whom? ); also as FBI exhibit D229 in the 
Federal Register list. 

I am fairly convinced that in the Altgens picture the President's car is 
at the fifth stripe, for several reasons: 

1 ) As you say, from "verbal descriptions" and from the last published 
frames of the Zapruder film, it seems likely that Altgens was further down 
Elm than Liebeler marked him - at least during part of the shooting. Also, 
the gutter at the lower right comer of the Altgens picture seems to have 
started curving north (so that the picture shows a distorted "S"). I don't 
think this can be a trick of perspective; if I am correct, this would definitely 
put Altgens some feet southwest of his position on p. 247. Even now, an on-site 
inspection might determine his position - perhaps using the seam across the 
roadway visible in the picture. 

2) CE 900, of course, suggests the possibility that a stripe was hidden by 
the followup car. (On reading closely, however, I noted that the second picture 
in CE 900 does not purport to be a reconstruction of the Altgens picture or any 
part of it; nonetheless it does seem to reproduce the angles fairly well. It 
might be worthwhile to find out whether the second picture here is cropped also.) 

3) The SS pictures on p. 248 of WHITEWASH II, if taken from approximately 
Zapruder 's position, suggest that frame 255 would correspond to the 5th, not 4th, 
stripe, judging from the positions of the sign and the lamp post. 

4) It seems unlikely that the Vice-President 's car would be just about at 
the beginning of the 3rd stripe while the President's was starting to pass over 
the 4th - is there enough room between these stripes? 

For obvious reasons, I am not sure about the missing stripe. But I absolutely 
agree that this picture was incredibly manhandled as evidence. 

On Documentation: 

I have looked through my material from the Archives, and I don't think I 
have anything relevant to the material in WHITEWASH II which you have not seen. 
Except perhaps: 

Letter from Rankin to Waggoner Carr, dated Feb. 24, 1964, asking that "the 
Dallas authorities make no change or alteration in the physical surroundings of 
the assassination scene without first advising the Commission of its intention to 
do so," and defining this area as north of Main, south of Elm (sic), west of 
Houston, and east of the viaduct. Also a reply from Mayor Jonsson of Dallas, 
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d4ted\March 3, to Carr, saying that "you may be certain that no alteration or 
change''- in the physical surroundings of the assassination scene win be made 
without our first aanrasfczimcKg making certain that it is acceptable to the 
Commission . ..." (These are from the Texas State Archives and are probably also 
in one of the Texas AG files in Washington. Copy available on request.) 

CD 1014 may contain some important information on the Zapruder film, (it 
is curious that it is dated early but apparently became a CD rather late.) I 
was advised by Mr. Bahraer on Oct. 13, 1966 that it is no longer missing but "is 
withheld from research at the request of the Secret Service to protect sources 
of information and withhold details of a personal nature having no significant 
connection with the assassination...." (I guess that "and" means "or. " ) 

This might not fit into your format, but I would like to see in WHITEWASH 
III pages 2-3 of the FBI supplemental report, "in conjunction with" Hoover's 
statement of last Nov. 25, "to point out" that the report didn't say what Hoover 
claims it meant, and that if it did, it was misusing the evidence of the frontal 
clothing hole and still ignoring the autopsy report. I think that this is the 
most blatant example of "political truth" to come straight from the horse's 
"mouth" in the whole case. 

Perhaps a short list of some of the more interesting withheld CD's, along 
with the form letter giving the official categories of withheld documents, and 
a copy of the green sheet which replaces withheld pages, would be of interest 
to your readers. 

Miscellaneous Odds & Bnds : 

I have prepared a cross-listing of CD's in the last 5 volumes, of which the 
cover and a sample page are enclosed. I found that I was studying documents at the. 
Archives which had already been published. Also, this list sometimes gives some idea 
what the withheld CD's are about, and how long they are. Since you are more 
familiar with the ' 26 volumes than I am, such an index might be superfluous, but 
I would be glad to send you a (free) copy if you could use it. 

I am enclosing a typed copy of a letter by L.H. in the Life-dover-picture- 
issue of the Militant, plus some notes on it. Probably it's nothing. 

Will WHITEWASH III have much on the False "False Oswald"? I think you may 
well have something very important there.
